( BEGIN TEXT) SENATOR RUDMAN: I AM DELIGHTED TO MEET 
WITH YOU. I REALLY HADN'T PLANNED IT, BUT THERE HAD

1*1 BEIJING- TO GET TaiS KIND OF A TURNOUT.- BUT LET ME

A. I WILL BF HAPPY TO TELL YOU WHAT I SAID TO BOTE

ACTION THAT IT HAS TAKEN-- ALTHOUGH NONE OF IT IS LAW 
AT THIS FO'INT— THAT IS A REALITY OF AMERICAN 
POLITICS. THE PRESIDENT'S POSITION IS A'MODEST ONE 
COMPARED TO THE POSITION TAKEN PY SOME PEOPLE IN 
CONGRESS. SOME WOULD ADVOCATE A FAR STRICTER
